Death Of Prominent 
British Scientist — 


Sir Oliver Lodge Passes 


LONDON, Aug. 22 (Reuter).—The death is an- 
nounced of the well-known scientist, Sir Oliver Lodge.

But he spent his lelsure in studying 
sclence. Finally in 1872 he went to 
University College, London, graduat- 
Ing D.Sc. in 1077. 

ta first post was that of Reader 
in Natural Philosophy ,at the Bed- 
ford College for Women and In 1879 
he became assistant professor of 
applicd mathematics at University 
College, London. Two ycars later he 
was appointed tothe chair of physics 
at University College, Liverpool, 
holding that post till 1900, when he 
was chosen first Principal of the new 
Birmingham ‘University, remaining 
there Ull his retirement in 1919. 


His Work 


His work Included: Investigation 
Inte lighting, the scat of the electro- 
motive force in the voltaic cell, the 
phenomena of electrolysis and the 
speed of the fron, electro-magnetic 
waves and wireless telegraphy, the 
motion of the ether near the earth, 
and the application of electricity to 
the dispersal of fog and smoke, for 
which he devised apparatus. He was 
president of the mathematical and! 
physical section of the British Asso-! 
clation in 1891, of the Physical Society 
In 1899-1900 and of the Soclety for 
Paychical Research in 1901-4. ° 

His researches had much to do with 
the development of wireless tele- 
graphy—a fact that was recognised 
by Hertz—and in 1887 he was elected 
a member of the Royal Society. 
Later he put Into practice a system 
that . included condensers which 
syntonised two circuits and devised a 
“call” for actuating an electrle bell. 
Me found that the action of electric 
waves cnormously reduced the re- 


faces. His device he named a 
“coherer” or wave-detector and on 
this basis he constructed a recelving 
apparatus. For hls plonecr work tn 
this direction he was owarded the 
Albert Medal of the Society of Arts. 


Psychical Research 


Prof. H. £. Armstrong having 
virtually asked him to withdraw 
from the Royal Society because of his 
belief in spiritualism and communica- 
tion with the dead, Lodge stated in 
March 1926, that he was quite.ready 
to do 50, if the request was made of- 
ficlally.

Propaganda 1s one of the deadlicst 
weapons of warfare, as. {it Js one of 
the oldest. Because {t has been used 
to an unprecedented extent in this 
war there may be a tendency to re- 
gard it as a novel method of over- 
coming a foc. This war may Indeed 
be the first in which the use of pro- 
Paganda has had such momentous 
results; but thnt fs attributable to the 
Gteater facilities which exist to-day 
for the dissemination of propaganda. 
The loud speaker which can blare 
out {ts speclous arguments to the 
foe's soldicra where lines of battle 
are facing each other at close quar- 
ters, the acroplane which can scatter 
leaficts from a great helght for the 
edification of the foe's civilian popu- 
lation, and above all the richly 
subsidised propaganda department 
which can pour convincing sophis- 
tries into cunningly chosen channels, 
are but the ultra-modern odjuncts 

‘| which permit the application of new 


‘| technique to an old art. 


The savage warrior who painted a 
hideously fierce expression on his 
face’in bygone ages was employing 
one of the subtlest kinds of psycho+ 
logical propaganda, although neither 
of these polysyllabic words to de- 
scribe his tactics had then been in- 
vented.

Throw Out Smoke Screen 

Then 1 saw emailer boats moving 
alton terrific speed which appeared 
en the scene together with some 
British destroyers and they made a 
amoke screen which completely ob- 
scured the convoy. 

Some of the shells fell about 20 
milea from the French const. 

Soon afterwards dlve-bombers 
streaked from the French shore and 
began attacking with bombs of a 
heavy calibre which sent up spouts 
of water hundreda of feet into the 
air. 

The warships and merchantmen 
replied with a savage anti-nircraft 
barrage and apparently prevented 
the bombers from diving low cnouch 
to alm accurately.

VICHY, Aug. 22 (UP).— 
Britain’s refusal to lift the 
blockade of France is an 
“act of hostility.” 


'This declaration was 
made in Vichy to-day by the 
Petain: Government's Minis- 
ter for Foreign Affairs, M. 
Paul Baudoin. 


He announced that the British 
Government has replied to Vichy 
representations regarding the 
blockade, after delaying Its 
answer for three weeks.’ 

It has refused to lift the blockade. 

“The French Government will take 
the necessary ateps to ensure that the 
country will not suffer,” declared M. 
Baudouin. 

The French Minister called the 
blockade “inhuman.” It was, he 
sald, unworthy of a Christian coun- 
try. 
Continuation of the blockade would 
be “disastrous for those who apply it, 
warned M, Blaudoin. 

The Minister referred 
Winston Churchill’s speech 
House of Commons. 

France, he declared, had sought an 
armistice with Hitler because she 
could no longer continue to fight, 
either on her metropolitan or colontal 
fronts. 

M. Baudoin stressed that Dritoln’s 
share during the height of the fight- 
ing on the Somme front consisted of 
two divisions comprising 50,000 men. 
Ie declared that only one tenth of 
Britain's available alr force wns used. 

He denied that France could have 
helped Britain fn Somaliland and 
revealed officiat statistics showing 
that France hod only 5,000 troops at 
Djibout!, 60,000 troops In Syria and 
two divisions in French Africa. 

Ite urged the cessation of the 
blockade “before all Europe collapses” 
and warned that all nations on the 
Continent would be bound  solldly 
together by-n common hunger.
